palities have the same. The great rail- 
roads are equipped in. like manner. 
Many 
other 
leading 
corporations, 


among them our own Royal, which in 
that, as in all other respects, is to be 
surpassed by none, have fallen into 
line, and by"their charters and by-laws, 
have an attorney as a regular officer, 
or have one at a times under employ- 
ment. 


"The popular cry to the effect that 


the courts are corrupt and biased in 
their decisions in respect to the rail- 
roads and other corporations is not 
well founded, although it is true that 
they gain a very largo proportion of 
their law-suits. 
That is owing to the 


fact that they.have constantly in their 
employ a corps of the most 
able, 


active, energetic lawyers who have 
given their time and attention to that 
particular subject, and frequently have 
given advice in advance, and who had 
the sagacity, common sense and knowl- 
edge of the law to adopt the proper 
course. If the case is a doubtful one, it 
is settled and dcea not go in to court. 
That is the principle reason why they 
win sack a large per cent, of their 
cases. 
"A concern failed gome time since in 


this city, whose failure was deeply felt, 
and ia still felt by the community, but 
the failure was not necessary, and 
would not have occurred had tha* firm 
been in touch with an attorney who 
had been given its full confidence and 
who understood the complications of 
its business.

Dutiable list as TI«» and Also as Iron. 
Considerable Progress Is Made on the 
Proposed New Tariff Law—Conservative 
IJnes Ueingr Followed. 
Washington, Feb. 
9.—The Repub- 


lican members of the ways and me^ns 
committee dealt with the 
iron and 


steel schedule of the new tariff bill and 
made considerable progress. Tin plate 
was put at 1 5-10 cents a pound, which 
IB a compromise as the "Wilson duty 
•was 1 2-10 cents and the McKinlcy 
duty 2 2-10 cents. 


Steel rails, iron ore and manufac- 


tured iron in some forms, including 
pig iron and bar iron, thecommittee de- 
cided to leave at the present rates. 
The senate placed these articles in th.9 
Wilson law at considerably higher 
rates than they were listed in the orig- 
inal bill passed by the house and the 
present duties have proven satisfactory 
to the manufacturers, few of whom 
have asked any increase. 


Cotton ties, which the "Wilson la^v 


placed on the free list, will be returnee! 
to the dutiable class. The committee 
decided to put a duty on them of one- 
tenth of a cent a pound in addition to 
the rate on the iron of which they are 
made.

Sherman of New York submitted a pe- 
tition signed by five labor organiza- 
tions—the Brotherhood of Locomotive 
Engineers, Locomotive Firemen, Rail- 
way Trainmen, the Order of Railway 
Conductors and the Order of Railway 
Telegraphers—urging the' passage of 
the bill to prevent 
ticket brokerage.
